SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled ‘Live at the Doma Club’ Lustful Nursing is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording focuses on the sexualisation of medical procedures and promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The feature contains four scenes in which patients are subject to inappropriate sexual 
touching by a doctor and a nurse in the context of medical examinations. Depictions 
include vaginal penetration with a dildo, digital vaginal penetration, and the use of a 
vibrator on a male’s penis. Such conduct contravenes professional ethical standards 
held by the medical profession which aim to protect the trust which is fundamental to 
the doctor/nurse-patient relationship. That the activity is explicit in nature and is 
presented in a manner designed to titillate the viewer is damaging to the health 
profession and the community in general. The use of urine features on three 
occasions, twice in the feature and once in the trailer entitled “Rubber Party” Life at the 
Doma-Club. The publication presents a female urinating through a tube, a male 
urinating via a catheter, and a person urinating onto an individual who is performing 
cunnilingus on a third person. The act of urination is focused upon, occurs alongside 
activity of a sexual nature, and is presented in a manner designed to arouse the 
viewer. The publication therefore promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

Excisions have been considered but are thought to be impractical due to the extent to 
which the publication presents medical procedures in a sexualised manner. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
